W E received yours with theincloſed Manuſcript,containing 
a relation of a Debate ybu had with the Quakers, An ac- 
count of . the Light withzn, and An Appendix : all which 
we have as we could peruſed, but tr not ſo as we intend and defire z 
onely did haſtily run it over, beingWilling as many as could conveni- 
ently might ſee it or hearit, befogE we (et upon the tranſcribing of it, 
for then 1t muſt of neceſlity lie ſti) a while. And leſt we might cither 
diſcourage, or not comfort you in ſo good a work (as we can bleſs the 
Lord for from our hearts) by making no return till we have got it 
writ oyer z we thoughtit meet to give you a few Lines from a few of 
us z $0 fignifie the receipt of if, ap our acceptance of it, and hearty 
agreement with you in it; and dobelieve the good hand of the Lord 
was in it, to make your condition apeecelſiy upon you, by his wiſe-or- 
dering providence , to encountep this ftrong man in his ſtrong hold 
(the light within) with which th ſpirit of deluſion hath run thorow 
the dark world,and by it kindled ſome ſparks upon the reliques of old 
Adam , but brought nothing tolight of a crucified Saviour, nor of 
the bloud of his Croſs, by which we have peace with God ; but con- 
trariwiſe, hath reviled us in making mention of this way of peace, ra- 
ther glorving in their own croſs,then in the Croſs of Chriſt, keeping a

and that he roſe again the third day according to the ane and

aſcended far above all the heavens of this creation into heaven it ſelf, 
there toa ppear before God for ug, our bleſſed high-Prieft, and onely 
Advocate, to whom we defire always tolook , that we may not fin 
againſt him: this is our Kings high-way,in which che wayfaring man, 
thongh a fool, ſhall not ecre. We confeſs there is a righteonſnels that 
is more agreeable unto man, unto which heis more enclined (as that 
liquor which chis veſſel of the natural man had firftin it) we hope 
without offence we may ſay ) not onely then this righteouſneſs of 
Chriſt by faith, bue then unrighteouſne's : and upon this ſpark may 
this light fall, and make man to walk in the [ighs of it, but ſhall never 
place man again in that garden of Gods preſence with him,making all 
things delightful co him,out of which after mans fall God drove him, 
and hath ever ſince placed ſuch a guard as ſhall for ever keep man 
from/coming that way. Nay, ar4s it were in this matter may not be 
admitted under the adminittration of the Goſpel ; nor is there any 
name given by which we ſhall be ſaved but chat Name which is above 
all names, unto which all things ſhall bow : this is the Fathers Chriſt, 
and our Jeſus, who when he came inthe fleſh was not miaiſtred unto, 
but did himſelf miniſter, and became a (ſervant : but our God, who

This Goſpel we bave never heard nor felt from theſ: folks, but on 
the contrary derided with (cornful expreſſions, when we have gone a- 
bout thus to argue any thing with ghem; and in ſtead of words of fo= 
berne6,in the evidence of Scriptitte-light, we have had ſuch returns 
as you have met with,as many in this County can evidence clearly for 
us, as their own Papers do for you, under their own hands.
